(New) The method according to claim 1, wherein the addi-ess for which the message is 
intended is an address of a terminal or an address of a server. 

23. (New) The apparatus according to claim 11, wherein the address for which the message is 
intended is an address of a terminal or an address of a server. 

24. (New) A system, comprising: 

a signaling proxy (SP) located between a terminal and a server, 

wherein the SP is configured to receive a message and process the message if at least one 
of a VPN ID, a VLAN ID, a MPLS ID, an IP protocol type, a source address, or a source port of 
the message meets a strategy of the SP. 

25. (New) The system according to claim 24, wherein the SP is serially connected to the terminal 
and the server. 

26. (New) The system according to claim 24 fiirther comprising a router, wherein the router is 
located between the terminal and the SP. 

27. (New) The system according to claim 26, wherein the router is configured to forward the 
message to the SP according to a forwarding strategy. 
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28. (New) The system according to claim 27, wherein the forwarding strategy comprises 
forwarding the message to the SP according to the destination address of the message. 
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
